is ironic that capitalistic methods helped 
Bfcrease Russia’s agriculture output this year 
BBd placed the country in a stronger position 
ifr its batt’e against capitalistic nations. 
U he Soviet Union’s 1966 grain harvest will set 
f*new record. 
*&his will eliminate the embarrassing need to 
flhport huge amounts of wheat from Western 
fifuntries including the United States. 
-The Wejt lays no claim to Russia’s good 
growing weather this year, but use of chemical 
fertilizers and payment of bonuses for collec­ 
tive farm production above goals have a solid 
capitalistic ring. 
The bountiful harvest suggests the Soviet 
Union finally has learned its lesson in crop 
production. 
The agriculture problem has plagued Soviets 


f or years because of pressure applied to farm­ 
ers. They always have been urged on to greater 
production, but have been given only an inad*> 
quate portion of the results. 
In the past, when pressure was relaxed and 
farmers promised a share of the harvest, pro­ 
duction went up. It dropped as soon as officials 
fell into the familiar pattern of domination. 
Normally the Free World would rejoice freely 
when a country found the formula to k eep the 
wolf of hunger from the door of its people. 
But in the case of Russia, this Joy la tem­ 
pered with a grave concern. 
If the Soviet hierarchy does not have to bother 
with shoring up a sagging farm program, it 
can be think ing up other ways to be a nuisance 
to the rest of the world. 


Ou r Ally 
'Dow 


Australian elections next month could rob the 
United States of its slaunchiest ally in the Viet 
Nam war. 
The Liberal Party has governed the nation 
m a coalition with the Country party since 
December 1949. 
Most observers expect the Liberal-led coali­ 
tion to maintain control. But no one is certain 
how much the election will be affected by the 
domestic controversy in Australia over the 
war. 
The Labor party strongly opposed the send­ 
ing of 4,500 Aussie troops to Viet Nam and has 
gained support in intellectual rank s. 
Opinion polls indicate about 73 per cent sup­ 
port for government policy. But even among 
that 75 per cent, many oppose sending draftees 
to fight in Southeast Asia. 
This opposition gives the Labor party an out­ 
side chance in the Nov. 26 election. 


The loss of Australia as an ally In the Viet 
Nam morass would be tragic, but should it 
touch off an economic split between tha two 
nations, shock waves would be felt by other 
have-not countries. 
Australia's economy has flourished since the 
end of World War II. 
Recent discoveries of vast deposits of min­ 
erals have been made in several sparesely set­ 
tled regions and farming regions are a magnet 
for immigrants. 
But Australia needs foreign capital to develop 
these resources. The United States is a princi­ 
pal source of development funds. 
U.S. Ambassador Edward Clark suggested 
recently the two countries might form an econ­ 
omic partnership some day that could turn 
Australia's huge underpopulated north into one 
of the world's greatest food-producing areas. 


Khrushchev th e Beau tifier 


A story from Moscow relates that Nik ita S. 
Khrushchev’s most important function 
these 
days is to contemplate the beauties of nature. 
Khrushchev, demoted two years ago, spends 
countless hours wandering about the country­ 
side near his retirement" home. He steeps 
himself In the warm beauty of nature because 
Soviet officials won't permit him to do anything 
else. 
It would be a shame to let all his nature 
study go to waste. 
If he really wanted to be useful and promote 
peace and beauty in the world at the same 
dime, he could volunteer as a captain in Lady 
Bird Johnson’s Beautification of America Army. 
Here would be Nik ita getting at the root of 
file problem by digging in a country he once 
wanted to bury. 
His only barbs would be on the end of a 
stick for pick ing up litter.

Unions Mum on Probe 


WASHINGTON - Some of the boys on the 
shady side of the street call Jack McCarthy 
the "abbot’ of Westminster Consultants, Ltd. 
They reck on he deserves the august title for 
sheer awesome talent shown 
in the ability to bank over 
6300,000 in one year on an an- 


i nual union business manager's 
(salary of 69,500. 
Abbot or not Mr. McCarthy 
may have escaped your notice 
tthe other day when he slid 
[on and off the witness chair 
[which Sen. McClellan ritually 
land with gallant forlornness 
regularly supplies the rogues 
of the labor world. 
Now McCarthy and his band are for the mo­ 
ment unhampered citizens — only slightly in­ 
convenienced by the k nowledge that the FBI, 
file Internal Revenue Service and the Labor 
Department’s special compliance division are 
probing them. 
TOE FEDERAL^ want to k now just bow the 
"abbot" and his ancillaries used the locals of 
five major international unions to mak e hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars. Sen. McClellan 
too, was curious during his recent three-day 
hearing. But all he got were 10 new members— 
most of them interwoven with the big unions— 
of his "fifth amendment club." 
Apparently, despite the "abbot’s" control of a 
network of unions, consultant firms, real estate 
operations and special "services," the only 
forces not interested are the national union 
leaders. They have been silent. 
They have not contacted Sen. McClellan. They 
have not ask ed for transcripts of the hearings. 
They have not moved against McCarthy’s men, 
some of whom still have connections with the 
Internationa! Brotherhood of Electrical Work ers, 
the International Jewelry Work ers, the Inter­ 
national Union of Electrical Work ers and the 
Hotel and Restaurant Work ers. 


ALL OF THESE UNIONS do find time, how- 
ever, to release vast floods of mimeographed 
appeals for ethical practices by universal man­ 
k ind. 
Lest we forget what was said—and not re­ 
ported—in the hearing room, it must be re­ 
corded that the McCarthy operation involved 
122 firms. They were the clients of either his 
Westminster Consultants, Ltd. or his National 
Consultants Associated, Ltd. 
Somewhere in this tangle of unions and pres­ 
surized firms in the story of one Fred Ferrara, 
alias Gladstone. He is president of a local of 
the Hotel and Restaurant Work ers. He was a 
partner with a chap called Maak e in a cleaning 
firm—window washing and waxing, etc. Fer­ 
rara was subpoenaed, but found he had to go 
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Into the hospital. 


McClella n w anted to ask him about 
helping to set up the Amalgamated Dental 
Plan — which was supported by some 6900,000 
from union welfare funds. 
"About all the dental outfit provided was 
free cleaning of teeth for members,’’ said one 
of the probers. "And, oh yes, a list of dentists 
to whom >ou could go if your tooth ached.’* 
For some quixotic reason, the Dental Plan 
employed five book ies—two took the fifth, two 
are dead and one soon will be hearing from the 
New York district attorney, Frank Hogan, 
and the U.S. attorney. 
McCarthy has a partner-buddy, Danny Kapi- 
low, once runner-up for the welter - weight 
- championship. This stood him in right good be­ 
cause "Danny-boy" body guarded a now aging 
tough in the window washing business. Believe 
it, there’s millions in cleaning all that Man­ 
hattan glass. 


KAPILOW AND McCARTHY set up a trading 
company—and it all got mixed up with four 
unions controlled by Mr. K. 
Kapilow just loves the labor movement. He 
still is business manager of an International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work ers' local. 
One of McCarthy’s brothers-in-law controlled 
four unions. Another relative a carpenters' 
local. 
Here then is the pattern which can be fitted 
into the labor relations of a hundred cities. Lo­ 
cal labor officials are middle men — fixers — 
work ing for both sides. 
Employers are pressured to "purchase labor 
peace’’ by such devices as placing advertising 
at high cost in so-called labor journals. 
(HI, BUSINESS FIRMS having to use file 
services of cleaning and waxing companies, 
owned and operated by McCarthy’s relatives 
and in which he had financial interest. 
Or, high interest rates going to "friendly" 
union officials. Or, *he loan of welfare fund 
money to friendly firms. Or the purchase by 
McCarthy and Kapilow of a building while 
both were trustees of a union fund (put in the 
name of McCarthy’s mother). The building was 
used to bouse the union and welfare fund 
headquarters. 
Yet there has been no national union move­ 
ment against this network of multiple charters 
and personal businesses. 
Silence may sound safe. But it can betray. 
Sen. Javits, a probing committee member, 
says "in my view it’s absolutely essential that 
the parent organizations involved — the inter­ 
national unions—assume responsibility for cor­ 
recting the situation . . . when rack eteering 
influences tak e over." 
Silence may be golden. But that’s a very 
shak y standard these days.

You fly faster today to get to your destina­ 
tion slower. This Is not the paradox It seems 
to ba. Today you tak e a 560 m.p.h. DC-8 fan 
jet from Kennedy International Airport (serv­ 
ing New York ) and you disembark at Phila­ 
delphia airport in 52 minutes. In 1940 you could 
board a 185 m.p.h. DC-8 at LaGuardla (farther 
away than Kennedy and get off in Phifiy In 45 
minutes. Our sk yways are so crowded that de­ 
lays in tak eoffs and landings mak e the differ­ 
ence. 
difference. 
Congestion is only part of the reason, but 
lt’a the largest part. After National Airport, 
outside of Washington, D.C., was opened to two 
and three-engjned jets Isst April, terminal con­ 
gestion increased so steadily that the Federal 
Aviation Agency on July 1 announced plans 
to limit the use of National to nonstop flights 
to cities within 500 miles of Washington. 
Congressmen whose districts would have lost 
service from National protested vigorously. Fed­ 
eral Aviation Administrator William McKee r»> 
treated. PAA on July 29 issued a notice of a 
proposed rule to limit landings and tak eoffs to 
a total of 40 an hour. The airlines are no* 
complying. 
TROUBLES OF THE AIRLINES are onl\ 
beginning to be understood. Back in 1955, be­ 
fore jets were generally used, scheduled air­ 
lines flew only 19.7 billion revenue passenger 
miles (one paid passenger flown one mile) over 
domestic routes. In 1964 the figure was 43.9 
billion revenue passenger miles. Last year it 
was a fat 51.6 billion. The boom Is reflected in 
air cargo, private and business flying. 
Comes 1970 and we will have jumbo planes, 
capable of carrying 500 passengers at fractional 
rates. Then we can expect the arrival of super­ 
sonic jets, which will create further com­ 
plexities at a geometric rate of progression 
Congestion already is causing delays which 
are dangerously expensive. A recent FAA study 
showed that at Kennedy airport alone last year 
the cost of delays to the airlines was $6,806,463 
This represented an estimated total of 18,953 
hours of delay. The national total was 663.6 
million. 
MORE AMERICANS ARE FLYING than fore­ 
cast even by the airlines themselves. Two years 
ago, the experts were projecting gains of 7 per 
cent, according to the Air Transport Associa­ 
tion. But passenger miles flown jumped 15 
per cent in 1964. The rise in 1965 was 18 per 
cent. Currently another 24 per cent is being 
tack ed on. 
At a result, airports of every size are ex­ 
panding, where able, five or more years ahead 
of schedule. O’Hare Airport in Chicago, already 
the world’s busiest, will handle 26 million peo­ 
ple this year. Next year the total may be 32 
million. At that rate, Chicago will need a new 
airport by 1971. 
What else can be done? Planes can be made 
quieter, relieving the noise annoyance 
Larg­ 
er planes couk l reduce the number of flights. 
And high-speed trains, such as those planned for 
the Washington-New York run, could tak e some 
of the traffic burden off toe airlines.

WAR COSTS are escalating 
by $2.S billion every 90 days. 
Plans for the post-moon space 
program are being pushed back 
because the money is needed 
fi>r Viet Nam.

¡economic aid in to the war 
areas. 
There is no escaping the pres­ 
sure the growing size of the 
war will put on the U S. econ­ 
omy in the next 12 months. 
The war is chewing up ma­ 
teriel at a great rate. Losses in 
some key types of arms and 
equipment—including some ma­ 
jor plane types—are growing 
; faster than replacements can 
j be produced. This will call for 
I a growing number of major 
emergency orders. 
Shortages in critical mate­ 
rials are putting pressures on 
prices of raw materials, com­ 
ponents and a range of finished 
products.
